pared to  give  instruction  in  all  lines  of  study  that  may  be  included 
under  the  name  of  Art. 

Walter  L.  Perry,  Director  of  Pratt  Institute,  and  a  recognized 
authority  in  his  line,  writes  of  Miss  Hill:  "She  is  one  of  the  strong 
students  of  her  class,  and  is  a  talented,  cultured,  womanly  woman. 
She  is  a  very  desirable  candidate  for  the  position  and  a  good  organizer.

Classes  in  sketching,  crayon,  water  colors,  oil  and  china  painting, 
design,  and  modeling  in  clay  will  be  formed  according  to  the  demand.

TEACHER  ADDED  TO  THE  GERMAN  DEPARTMENT 


The  College  is  very  fortunate  in  securing  Frau  Sophie  Boehmer, 
of  Fargo,  as  a  member  of  its  faculty.  Teaching  has  been  the  predom- 
inant profession  in  Frau  Boehmer's  family.  During  more  than  fifty 
years  her  father  prepared  students  for  German  universities  as  a  Gym- 
nasiumlehrer  of  German  literature  and  language  and  several  other 
members  of  her  family  have  achieved  marked  success  as  teachers.  After 
passing  the  Prussian  State  Normal  examination,  Frau  Boehmer  taught 
in  an  advanced  school  for  girls  in  Westphalia.  At  later  periods  she 
taught  in  Holland  and  in  Montreal,  where  she  was  for  four  years  the 
President  of  the  Association  for  the  Propagation  of  the  German  language 
among  the  Canadians. 

Frau  Boehmer's  linguistic  attainments  and  her  rare  qualities  of 
mind  and  heart  are  well  known  and  appreciated  in  Fargo  and  in  the 
College,  where  she  is  at  present  engaged  as  a  substitute  teacher  of 
French. 

Considerable  interest  is  already  manifested  in  the  conversation 
classes  which  she  will  conduct.  Beside  the  college  division,  a  class 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  special  students  will  also  be  formed,  if  there  is 
a  sufficient  demand  for  the  same.  Better  facilities  for  acquiring  fluency 
in  the  German  language  could  hardly  be  found  in  a  college  class-room, 
and  it  is  believed  that  many  will  gladly  avail  themselves  of  this 
opportunity.

Summer  School  will  beg?ffjl6*28th 
and  will  continue  six  weeks.  Courses 
will  be  offered  in  Eighth  Grade  and 
High  School  subjects  and  also  in  Col- 
lege'subjects  if  specially  requested. 

A  Teachers'  Training  Class  will  be 
organized  for  the  benefit  of  those  pre- 
paring themselves  to  teach.  This 
course  will  embrace  a  general  review  in 
common  school  branches  with  special 
stress  laid  upon  methods  in  teaching. 
Tuition  will  be  charged  at  the  rate 
of  five  dollars  per  subject  if  subject  is 
taken  up  at  least  four  weeks.  In  case 
of  several  subjects  being  taken  up  for 
review  but  included  in  one  course  the 
fee  will  be  five  dollars  for  the  course. 
If,  however,  a  class  should  number  less 
than  three  students  a  special  tho  mod- 
erate rate  will  be  charged. 

The  School    will    be   conducted  in 
the  large  new  building  known  as    Dill 
Hall.        This    building    contains    the 
spacious  Gymnasium,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
Parlor,  all  of  the  laboratories  and  many   well -lighted   lecture  rooms. 

Those  interested  in  music  will  have  an  opportunity  of  playing  in  the 
Summer  School  Orchestra  which  will  be  organized  early  in  the  session. 

Fargo  College  has  an  ideal  location  for  a  summer  school.  Situated 
as  it  is  on  the  south  side  of  the  city  with  the  best  resident  portion  adjacent 
and  a  magnificent  park  intervening  between  the  college  and  the  business 
portion  of  the  town,  one  could  hardly  find  a  more  favored  spot. 

Thruout  the  summer  months  excursion  launches  ply  up  and  down  the 
Red  River,  the  nearest  point  of  which  is  only  three  blocks  from  the  College. 
Tennis  courts  are  but  a  block  distant  and  an  athletic  field  for  those  desir- 
ing base-ball  occupies  the  major  part  of  the  lower  campus. 

Board  and  lodging  may  be  secured  near  the  College  at  reasonable  rate. 
There  is  a  peculiar  charm  associated  with  a  summer  school  of  this 
variety.  We  can  assure  prospective  students  that  altho  careful  and  pains- 
taking work  is  the  motto  of  the  School  yet  the  summer  school  associations 
are  such  as  to  leave  the  most  pleasurable  remembrance  in  the  minds  of  those 
attending.
